GENERAL REPORT. 


The report for 1898 as far as the circulation is concerned, is most 
gratifying. The anticipated success of the ‘‘Bulletin” as a factor in 
extending the use of the Library has been completely realized. The 
‘‘Bulletin” itself is a source of pride. Neatly printed and adapted to 
the needs of the general and special reader, it has well earned a 
popularity at home and a chorus of praise from other libraries. Its 
publication should be continued. It will if the annual appropriation is 
not reduced below last year’s figures. 

The town owes thanks to the Rey. Frs. Riley and Jenks and Drs. 
Morrison and Davis for gifts of books and magazines. 

Miss Sartwell was succeeded in the office of Assistant Librarian 
by Mrs. Gilman Davis, last November. 

This year the Chairman of the Board of Trustees completes his 
secondterm as such. The Library has existed as a public institution 
for six years now. A little review of what has been done in that time 
shows that the town’s money has been wisely invested. Over 2,900 
books have been added in that time, and about 75,000 books loaned. 
The books have been classified, catalogued by the card system, a 
printed catalogue published, and the publication of a periodical Bulletin 
commenced, the first and only thing of the kind published in the his- 
tory of New Hampshire; and all this at no cost to the town on ac- 
count of the work done by the Trustees, the town simply paying the 
printing bills. If this work had been paid for by this town, as other 
towns have had to do, $1000 would be an extreme'y low estimate of 
the cost. As it is, the sole benefit to the Trustees has been the satis- 
faction of seeing a good work prosper. No other library in this State 
has made such a showing. 

A Public library has two purposes for existing: as a source of in- 
. formation, a factor in the education of its patrons, and as a source of 
salutary recreation. The latter requires of the Trustees much wisdom 
in the judicious selection of good fiction. The rule we have adopted 
generally, is to buy only what is literature in the cultured sense. We 
thereby exclude much that is ephemeral but popular. We do attempt 
to place the latest novels of literary merit and popularity on our 
shelves as soon after publication as possible, thereby avoiding the 
vexatious delays common to ninety-nine per cent of the public libra- 
ries. Onits other side, as a reference library and an educational in- 
stitution, we buy, as far as our limited resources permit, the standard 
books both old and new. How much the Library has been improyed 
in this respect may be seen by a comparison of the figures of six years 
ago andthe present time. Then only 19 per cent of the books in the 
library were non-fiction, i. e., history, travel, biography, science, etc.,. 
as distinguished from novels pure and simple. Now 58 per cent of 
the library is devoted to non-fiction classes. How much this means 
to the public, to study clubs, and to individual students, could best be 
appreciated by the destruction of these books. 

That the Library serves these purposes fairly well should be the 
only légitimate reason for pride. However, the town cannot be other- 
wise than greatly gratified to know that our Library has acquired a 
fame among small libraries that reflect much credit upon joint efforts 
of tax payers and trustees; that distinguished authors, literary men, 
and prominent librarians have been pleased to express genuine surprise 
that a little town way up among the American Alps should possess a 
well selected library, up to date in reading matter and in methods. 


Whitefield Police Court. 
To The Town of Whitefield: 


I have had fewer cases to consider this year than in either of the 
years preceding. The first year there were 40 arrests; last year, 42; 
and this year but 34. The offenses alleged were as follows: 


Violation of the liquor laws, 16 
Assault and battery i 
Drunk 6 
Indecent language 2 
Assault with intent to murder 2 
Larceny 1 


In 24 cases, the respondent wes a resident; the other respondents 
being non-residents. All of the respondents in liquor cases were 
residents and in four of drunk cases’ ‘The offences arising from the 
liquor traffic,both the sale and the consumption,amount to twenty-two, 
a decrease from former years. This is especially true of drunkenness. 
In 1397, I reported 18 cases; last year, 11 cases; and this year, only 6. 
The number of cases involving the illegal sale of liquors is 16, an in- 
crease numerically over former years. It is but proper to say in this 
connection that there were but six convictions. In two other cases, 
respondents were bound over. In four cases, a private party, non- 
resident, was prosecutor. He was successful in only one case. 

The pleas in 13 cases were guilty; in 12, not guilty; nine cases 
were nol prossed. In one instance, there was an acquital.. The dis- 
position of the remaining 24 cases was as follows: bound over, 6; jail, 
2; fine suspended, costs, 3; fine and costs 13. 

The receipts have not been as large as usual. There were fewer 
cases. The liquor cases were not profitable this year, in a money 
sense. The followingis a report of the moneys received and dis- 
bursed this year. There is no balance to be paid to the town. On the 
contrary, there is still owing on account of costs $67.08. On the 
other hand, there is $63.40 owing on fines and costs, and possibly, in 
the event of conviction in a case commenced by the Selectmen and 
now pending in the Supreme Court, $25 more. I have thought it best, 
under these circumstances, not to ask the town to make up the deficit, 
but to draw payrolls for these unpaid fees during the ensuing year. 
The unpaid fees and costs will then be collected.
